Just what do’ people live for and 
what do people die in this 
strange, topsy-turvy world? We in 


for 


history’s. greatest hour simply 
must find an answer individually. 
That answer can only be tound in 
this amazing Gospel! 
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Pharisees, hypocrites; for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cum- 


min, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, 
judgment, mercy, and faith: 


these ought ye to have done, and 

not to leave the other undone.” 

The Pharisees were really hypo- 
crites because they “omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, judg- 
ment, mercy, and faith” while go- 
ing on with their religious cere- 
monies. But what about their tith- 
ing? They tithed “mint and anise 
and cummin,” the smallest bits of 
garden herbs and spices. And 
Jesus said to them, “. . these 
ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone.” Jesus 
said they were right to tithe. 

The same thing is said again in 
Luke 11:42. There the words of 
Jesus are given as follows: 


“But woe unto you, Pharisees! 
for ye tithe mint and rue and 
all manner of herbs, and pass 
over judgment and the love of 
God: these ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other 
undone.” 

Again the dear Saviour com- 
mended the Pharisees for tithing. 
“These ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other un- 
done.” 

In Luke 18:9-14, Jesus gives the 
case of a typical Pharisee as con- 
trasted with a publican. He is 
teaching that the vilest sinner, if 
he come calling for mercy and re- 
lying upon God's mercy instead of 
any claim of goodness on his own 
part, can be forgiven. He is show- 
ing that any self-righteousness is 
abominable in God's sight. Jesus 
thus presents the publican, a 
crooked tax-collector oppressing 


the best man in the world, if he 
depend upon his own righteous- 
ness, is forever lost. He has the 
Pharisee, the very cream of mor- 
ality, presented as a man who no 
matter how moral and religious 
and humanly good, could not be 
saved while he depended on his 
own righteousness. This Pharisee 
“stood and prayed thus with him- 
self, God, I thank thee, that I am 
not as other men are, extortion- 
ers, unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. I fast twice in the 
week, I give tithes of all that I 
possess.” 

Be sure that you understand 
what Jesus means. He is plainly 
Saying that here was-a man who 
was not an extortioner, was not 
unjust, was not an adulterer, but 
moral and upright and, by human 
standards, good. This man set 
apart two days a week for fasting, 
and he gave tithes of all that he 
possessed. Jesus clearly intended 
to name tithing as a great virtue, 
along with fasting and prayer, 
along with honesty, moral purity, 
and religion. Even the unconverted 
Pharisees tithed. And Jesus com- 
mended them for tithing. 


I think it is important to notice 
that in the passage mentioned in 
Luke 18:9-14 the virtues of the 
Pharisee are not the ceremonial 
virtues of a good Jew. Nothing is 
mentioned of ceremonial propriety. 
Jesus composed this parable to 
show moral, religious people, hon- 
est, praying, church-going people, 
that all human righteousness fails 
and that every man must be wash- 
ed in the blood of Christ, born 
again, saved by God’s mercy, if 
he would be justified in the sight 
of God. This Pharisee is not pic-

Then Jesus wants to show that 
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tured as depending upon any of 
the ceremonial laws. He did not 
say, “I have been circumcised.” He 
did not say, “I have offered a 
lamb for a sacrifice; I have kept 
the Passover; I have observed the 
dietary laws given by Moses.” He 
did not say, “I have kept the Jew- 
ish Sabbath, the Jewish feast days, 
the Jewish sacrifices.” No, Jesus 
did not mean to picture here cor- 
rectness in the Jewish ceremonials 
when He pictured this Pharisee. 
Jesus intended to picture moral

in this class as moral uprightness, 
as the opposite of extortion, in- 
justice and adultery. 

Surely we may safely say that 
tithing is here held up as a virtue 
for all good men. Jesus plainly 
teaches that neither tithing nor 
any other human virtues can earn 
salvation; but He is still com- 
mending tithing and classing it 
with other moral virtues. The 
Pharisees tithed and they were 
morally right in tithing. Jesus 
commended them for it. 


II, The Tithing of Abraham 
Has a New Testament 
Application 

We read in Genesis 14:20 how 
Abraham gave tithes to Melchize- 
dek. We noticed there that the 
tithing of Abraham was before the 
Mosaic law and was not command- 
ed as.a part of ceremonial law.

Now 
consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the pa- 
triarch Abraham gave the tenth 
of the spoils. And verily they 
that are of the sons of Levi, 
who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a command- 
ment to take tithes of the peo- 
ple according to the law, that 
is, of their brethren, though 
they come out of the loins of 
Abraham: But he whose des- 
cent is not counted from them 
received tithes of Abraham, and 
blessed him that had the pro- 
mises. And without all contradic- 
tion the less is blessed of the 
better. And here men that die 
receive tithes; but there he re- 
ceiveth them, of whom it is wit- 
nessed that he liveth. And as I 
may so say, Levi also, who re- 
ceiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham. For he was yet in the 
loins of his father, when Mel- 
chisedec met him.” 


What interesting truths we find 
declared here! 


First, we find that Melchisedic 
was a type of Jesus Christ, and 
for that reason his genealogy of 
father, mother, descent and death 
are not mentioned. Melchisedec 
was deliberately put in the Old 
Testament as a type of the com- 
ing Saviour. And Abraham, in giv- 
ing tithes to Melchisedec, typified 
New Testament Christians giving 
tithes to Christ! 


Second, we are expressly told 
that this was not according to the 


day of the weck, gifts which would 
be at hand when Paul should 
come. Then upon his arrival the 
gifts which had been stored up in 
the homes of Christians would be 
brought to Paul so there would 
be no gatherings, no delay. Then 
Paul would send messengers with 
the gift to Jerusalem for the poor 
saints. 


Now here is a striking and im- 
portant part of this New Testa- 
ment rule about giving. They were 
to lay by in store, everyone “as 
God hath prospered him.” That is, 
the giving was to be in proportion 
to their income. One who had lar- 
ger income should give more. One 
who had a lesser income should 
give less. Each one should give in 
direct proportion to the way he 
had been prospered. 


Now think with me about this 
matter for a moment.

Paul had a burden to raise 

money to support the poor saints 

in Jerusalem in a great time of 
famine, His instructions to the 
church at Corinth on this matter 
are first given in I Corinthians 

16:1-3: 

“Now concerning the collec- 
tion for the saints, as I have 
given order to the churches of 
Galatia, even so do ye. Upon 
the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in 
Store, as God hath prospered 
him, that there be no gatherings 
when I come. And when I come, 
whomsoever ye shall approve by 
your letters, them will I send 
to .bring your liberality unto 
Jerusalem,” 

These Christians were not com- 
mended to bring their gifts to the 
temple at Jerusalem for. the 
priests and Levites. They were 
commanded, “Upon the first day 
of the week let every one of you 
lay by him in store, as God hath 
prospered him.” Each one was to 
lay aside, weekly and on the first 


Now what proportion would 
Jews suppose they should lay aside 
for the Lord? The answer is ob-

had been giving tithes and offer- 
ings for the Levitical priesthood 
at Jerusalem. When they were 
converted and Paul said, “Let 
every one of you lay by him in 
store, as God hath prospered him,” 
they would naturally suppose they 
should lay aside tithes. And Paul 
himself, a Jew and accustomed all 
his life to bringing tithes, would 
have that in mind. No. other pro- 
portion is ever mentioned in the 
Bible as a proper minimum and 


yardstick for giving of means to > 


God! 

Abraham gave tithes. Jacob 
gave tithes. Then in the Mosaic 
law all Jews were commanded to 
tithe. After Jews in New Testa- 
ment times were converted and 
started Christian churches, of 
course they still felt it was right 
to bring tithes to God. They did 
not regard tithing as simply a 
ceremonial matter. They knew 
that they need not bring animal 
sacrifices. They knew that they 
need no longer bring their gifts to 
the temple. But they still would 
know that God would be pleased 
with tithes and offerings. 

I cannot imagine that the young 
Christians at Corinth who were 
commanded “every one’ to “lay 
by him in store, as God hath pros- 
pered him” for the eollection for 
the saints at Jerusalem would not 
have any other proportion in mind 
out a tenth as a minimum.

They were poor. But they 
abounded in liberality, giving even 
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beyond their power and pleading 
with Paul to receive the gift and 
distribute it for them! 

Another New Testament case of 
abundant giving, going beyond a 
tenth of one’s income, is the case 


Now let us review the teaching 
of the New Testament on tithing. 

The Pharisees tithed, and Jesus 
commended it. And He put tith- 
ing in with other moral virtues. 
Jesus did not count it as simply 
an Old Testament ceremonial. 


In Hebrews, chapter 7, we are 
clearly told that Abraham, giving 
tithes of Melchisedec, is a type of 
Christians giving tithes to Jesus 
Christ. We are told that Christ is 
far better than the Levitical 
priesthood, and that it is far bet- 
ter to give tithes to Jesus Christ 
than for Jews to give tithes under 
the Mosaic law. Abraham is held 
up as an example for New Testa- 
ment Christians here, even as he 
elsewhere (Rom. 4) is held up as 
an example for New ‘Testament 
Christians in being saved by faith, 
not by works. 

We find also that Paul com- 
manded Christians to lay by in 
store tneir gifts, each one accord- 
ing “as God hath prospered him.” 
The New Testament teaches pro- 
portionate giving, giving in pro- 
portion to income. And no one has 
ever found in the Bible any other 
per cent commanded but the tenth. 


Last of all, we found that in the 
New Testament many people were 


spoiled principalities and powers, 
he made a shew of them open- 
ly, triumphing over them in it. 
Let no man therefore judge you 
in meat, or in drink, or in re- 
spect of an holyday, or of the 
new moon, or of the sabbath 
days: Which are a shadow of 
things to come; but the body is 
of Christ.”

V. The New Testament Does 
Not Repeal the Tithe as a 
Minimum Standard of Giv- 


ing’ 
When Paul and Barnabas, in 
their missionary journey, won 


Gentiles to Christ and churches 
were founded among the Gentiles, 
then some Jewish Christians 
taught them, saying, “Except ye 
be circumcised after the manner 
of Moses, ye cannot be saved” 
(Acts 15:1). Paul and Barnabas 
denied this, and at last went to 
Jerusalem to ask the apostles and 
elders. There at Jerusalem: cer- 
tain Jewish Christians rose up who 
said “‘that it was needful to cir- 
cumcise them, and to command 
them to keep the law of Moses” 
(Acts 15:5). However, this coun- 
cil of Christian leaders at Jerusa- 
lem felt led of God to say defin- 
itely that it was not required that 
Gentile Christians should be cir- 
cumcised or to keep other cere- 
monial requirements of the Mo- 
saic law. At last they decided, 
through the leading of the Holy 
Spirit, to simply “write unto them, 
that they abstain from pollutions 
of idols, and from fornication, and 
from things strangled, and from 
blood” (Acts 15:20). And this is 
what they did. Idolatry and forni- 
cation, of course, were morally 
wrong. And since Jews.and Chris- 
tians attended service together 
and ate together, the Gentile 
Christians were asked to “abstain 
from things strangled” (that is, 
killed without being carefully 
drained of blood) “‘and from blood.” 


To eat such things would be es-

other ceremonial holydays. 
And lastly, Christians are not 


to be judged concerning the Sab- 
bath days which were commanded 
to Jews. The Jewish Sabbath on 
Saturday was a ceremonial com- 
mand for Jews only. Christians 
voluntarily observe the Lord’s day 
on the first day of the week, not as 
a matter of law, but of grace; not 


necessarily as a day of absolute | 


rest, but as a day of worship. 

So we have the principle clearly 
established, that the ceremonial 
laws, which. were intended for 
Jews only and which had a sym- 
bolic meaning pointing toward the 
coming of Christ, are not now re- 
quired of us as New Testament 
Christians. 

In the New Testament all these 
ceremonial laws are mentioned 
one by one as being repealed. In 
the Seripture above, Colossians 2: 
14-17, we find that the Jewish 
dietary laws, the laws of cere- 
monial cleansing, are done away 
with. The Jewish holydays, the 
new moons and the Sabbath days 
are not required of Christians. 

Again in Galatians 4:10 the Ga- 
latians were told plainly that they 
should not observe the days and 
months and times and years of 
the Mosaic law. 

In Galatians 5:6 we are plainly 
told that circumcision now avails 
nothing. 

In I Timothy 4:4 we are told 
that every kind of animal is now 
good for food and none should be 
turned down because the Jewish 
ceremonial law banned it. “For 
every creature of God is good, and 
nothing to be refused, if it be re-

Not in feminism, Modern- 
ism, Communism, which destroy 
the interdependence of husband 
and wife, weaken the ties binding 
a mother to home, husband, and 
children; not in worldliness and 
the wanton rejection of God's 
Law, can the women of this coun- 
try find abiding help and building 
power. With Hannah they must 
go back to God, and that means 
back to Jesus. ““American mothers, 
turn to Christ!” is the plea and 
promise of our distressed day. 

No one has ever exalted mother- 
hood as did our Lord. Recall wo- 
men’s position in the ancient pa- 
gan world! They were offered as 
booby prizes for athletic contests 
in Greece. Women’s tombs were 
even marked with a muzzle, to 
show that wives should not speak; 
with a pair of reins, to show that 
they should be led or driven by 
their husband. A whip might have 
been added to those tombstone 
markings, for frequently the wife 
was hardly more than a slave. 
Plato, whose name is carved into 
the walls of many public libraries, 
taught that men should have their 
wives. in common. Socrates, like- 
wise held up before our youth as 
an example of exalted thought, 
preferred the company of loose, 
abandoned women to that of his 
own wife. In Rome a husband 
could discard his wife at his will; 
legally he held the power of life 
and death over her. 

Into this reign of unspeakable 
misery, indescribable lust, came 
Christ; and through Him mother- 
hood was elevated to its highest 
heights. He might have entered 
the world as one of His Prophets 
had left it, on a chariot of fire. 
He might have descended, as He 
later ascended, by a spectacular 
miracle of divine power. Instead 
He, the mighty God, was born of 
the Virgin Mary. What an honor 
to motherhood! During His boy- 
hood years He obeyed her; and 
even in the agonies of His cruci- 
fixion He provided a home for her. 
He likewise offered merciful help

Chris- 
tians still have the blessed privi- 
lege of tithing, but they do not 
have the tithe-storehouse, the 
temple at Jerusalem; they do not 
have the Levites and priests to 
Slay animal sacrifices. The store- 


house, the priesthood, the sacrifi- 


ces, were part of the ceremonial 
and are done away. But the 
tithe as a principle, a minimum 
standard of giving to God remains. 

The tithe is the Lord’s. That is a 
principle, not ceremonial 


Christ just as truly as a Jew. God 
still owns all the property in the 
world. Covetousness is still a sin. 
tegular giving, proportionate 


|giving, out of loving hearts, is a 


grace to be cultivated, not a cere- 
monial law commanded to Jews. 


Thus we may well say that since 
the New Testament clearly re- 
peals ceremonial laws and specifi- 
cally mentions those things which 
are discarded, and the tithe is not 
repealed, then God still wants us 
to use the tithe as a minimum 
standard of giving. 

It is well to note that where the 
New ‘Testament mentions the 
tithe, it does not mention it as a 
matter of theyweremonial law. 

In Matthew 23:23 Jesus said: 

“Woe unto you, scribes and 

Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cum- 
min, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, 
judgment, mercy, and (faith: 
these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other un- 
done.” 


Did you notice that no Strictly 
ceremonial matter is mentioned 
here? The Lord Jesus is not talk- 
ing about circumcision, nor holy 
days, nor animal sacrifices, nor 
Levitical priesthood. The Phari- 
sees did right in little things, that 
is, in tithing mint, anise, and cum- 
min. They ought to have done 
right in big things of the law of 
Moses, judgment, mercy, and faith. 
These are not ceremonial laws. 


In Luke 18:9-14 Jesus pictured 
a Pharisee, a moral, upright, pray- 
ing Pharisee who thought he could 
be saved by his goodness. But none 
of the things mentioned in the 
prayer of the Pharisee were cere- 
monial matters. Tithing was men- 
tioned as a moral matter, like 
honesty, justice, sexual morality, 
and prayer, even to the point of 
fasting. The New Testament does 
not speak of tithing as a ceremon- 
ial matter. 

In Hebrews, chapter 7, the tith- 
ing of Abraham is held up as an 
example for us, and we are told 
that Abraham, in type, gave tithes 
to Jesus Christ, and that it is 
much better for us to give tithes 
to Jesus than for Jews to give 
tithes to the Levites and priests 
who were at Jerusalem. 

Summing up the teaching of the 
New Testament, we may say that 
the tithe is never repealed, al- 
though the temple storehouse, the 
animal sacrifices, and the Leviti- 
cal priesthood are repealed. The 
tithe itself is not regarded as sim- 
ply a ceremonial or Jewish matter, 
but a matter of right and wrong.

to all mothers who approached 
Him. Outside the Nain city gates 
He met a weeping widow, and He 
resurrected her son. The mother- 
in-law of His disciple Peter lay 
sick, and He healed her. A Syro- 
phoecnician woman was distressed 
because an unclean spirit tortured 
her daughter, and Jesus compas- 
sionately healed the child. 

Because the risen Christ has 
lost none of His divine interest, 
power, and comfort, we repeat 
the cry “American women, turn to 
Christ!” If in any of the homes 
reached by this message quarrel- 
ing has supplanted quiet and ha- 
tred seems to banish love, we ap- 
peal, “Turn to Christ!” If you 
mothers are worried about your 
children, the boys on the battle 
front or the girls on the home 
front; if you are distressed by 
fears for their 
safety, turn to Christ! Do you 
sorrow under the same burden 
that weighted MHannah’s heart, 
because you have no child of your 
own—no chubby, dimple-cheeked 
baby to cuddle and caress? Turn 
to Christ! If you are tortured by 
conscience, oppressed by your 
sins, disturbed by the serious mis- 
takes of the past, turn to Christ! 
Learn the first and greatest of 
His unnumbered blessings, . that 
He has taken away your trans- 
gressions, placed them, with all 
their guilt, their penalty, their 
curse, on Himself, to make you 
stainless and spotless in the AIl- 
mighty’s sight.

Jesus is! During the past days 
we were moved by the heroism 
of Submarine Commander 
ard Gilmore, who, as he lay mort- 
ally wounded on’ deck, signaled 
his men to submerge even though 
the command “Take her down!” 
was his own death warrant, since 
‘there was not time for him to be 
carried below to safety. Yet the 
Son of God died not for His coun- 
try, not for His friends, but— 
here is the marvel of His mercy 
—He was crucified for His ene- 
mies, for everyone of us, who 
through our disobedience of God’s 
will had deserved eternal death. 

The compassion of the Savior, 
who once refused to cast a stone 
on an abandoned woman, has not 
changed. His promise still reads, 


“Though your sins.be as scar- 
let, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like 


crimson, they shall’ be as wool.”

One of the most 
disturbing signs in these _ dis- 
tressed days is the fact that 
probably more American moth- 
ers than ever before are living 
without God, willfully spurning 
Christ’s mercy. Cocktail-drinking,

érs see Sunday come and go with- 
Out giving a thought to their 
sou!’s salvation. ‘Atheist organi- 
gations list mothers among their 
staunchest supporters. Some of 
the worst novels and plays have 
been written by mothers — To 
prevent the spread of this na- 
tional menace, “the appeal must 
constantly be repeated and re- 
emphasized, “American mothers, 
turn to Christ!” 

Hannah also shows us how 
motherhood is to approach God. 
Year after year she went to the 
Lord’s Tabernacle at Shiloh; and 
what that sanctuary ‘was to her 
the true churches of Christ are 
to us today. She lived a long dis- 
tance from the Tabernacle; but 
spurning every suggestion of 
worshiping at a near-by Canaan- 
ite shrine, she regularly made the 
pilgrimage to God’s house. What 
marvelous blessing would come 
to our country if all our women 
were led by the same loyalty! 
Yet half of America’s mothers are 
not members of any church, and

gregational rosters do not attend, 
even if they can walk or easily 
ride to worship. As long as mil- 
lions of mothers keep their dis- 
tance from God, this country has 
no assurance that the fullness of 
divine favor will continue to bless 
us. On the other hand, when 
women, following the examples 
of their Christian sisters who 
were the last at the cross and 
the first at the grave, eagerly 
dedicate themselves to the Lord’s 
work, they can help strengthen 
the foundation of our true pros- 
perity. Mothers, because your 
trusting faith in Christ should be 
not only one of the nation’s 
greatest assets but, in addition, 
your own personal assurance of 
the Savior’s guidance on earth 
and of your salvation, I plead 
with you, join a true church! At- 
tend it regularly, even though 
you may not be close to a Scrip- 
ture-loving, Christ-exalting con- 
gregation and you have to save 
gasoline for the trip!

She put her whole spirit into every 
request that winged its way from 
her devoted heart to the Almigh- 
ty’s throne, As we behold her pros- 
trate before her God in the time of 
her country’s visitation, will you 
not agree that the appeal which 
leaps over the centuries to us asks, 
“Pray, American mothers, pray’? 
Who can describe the happiness 
which could dawn on our country 
if from coast to coast our women 
would regularly, repeatedly, bring 
before the Lord the needs of our 
land! In Colonial times praying 
mothers helped insure divine pro- 
tection for our cause, and we 
gratefully acknowledge that in this 
crisis many women are on their 
knees pleading for peace. 


Hannah’s prayer was answered. 
Though she waited year after year,

her. long-desired son. Take com- 
fort in her experience, you, the 
childless mothers of our country! 
If it be His will, the Lord can 
do the humanly impossible. and 
grant you a baby of your own. If, 
however, His mercy has decided 
otherwise, you have the assurance 
that whenever your heavenly Fa- 
ther withholds anything from you, 
His compassion always forsees your 
good. Keep on praying, as Han- 
nah did, even should it seem that 
God’s ears are closed to your en- 
treaties! Her child was born at 
the right moment, and the help 
you need will arrive at precisely 
the proper time. Trusting, contin- 
ued, undismayed prayer is your 
strongest hope. 


II 

Give Him Your Children! 

When her long-desired child 
was born, Hannah called him 
“Samuel,” which means, “The one 
asked of God.” She was not 
ashamed to proclaim her faith by 
naming the child in honor of the 
Almighty. Parents today will do 
well similarly to give their chil- 
dren reverent, Scriptural names 
in place of heathen, questionable 
designations. Last week the news- 
papers told us that a Buenos Aires 
judge fined local parents who had 
their two baby boys called “Zoro- 
aster” and “Jupiter” and ordered 
these names changed. If Christians 
recognize that according to the 
Bible children are “an heritage of 
the Lord,’ they require no court 
action to keep them from spurn- 
ing all objectionable terms. 

Hannah centered much of her 
attention on the child. She her- 
self nursed it, cared for it, prayed 
for it. Her husband evidently was 
a man of wealth, and she could 
easily have placed it under a ser- 
vant’s care. Nevertheless she said, 
“For this child I prayed; and the 
Lord hath given me my petition 
which I asked of Him.” She im- 
plied that the baby Samuel was 
a trust imposed-on her by the 
Lord and that nothing would make

her untrue to this charge. It cost 
her a good deal, we may be sure, 
to stay home and personally to 
tend to the child. She had to fore- 
go many social contacts and other 
pleasures; but how readily she 
made these sacrifices! What were 
all other enjoyments compared 
with the son who was an answer 
to prayer? 


If only Hannah's spirit would 
rest on all American women and 
they would discover that their 
place of prime importance is the 
home; their task of greatest re- 
sponsibility the care of husband 
and children; their highest privil- 
ege bringing of happy, healthy 
boys and girls into the world and 
then watching prayerfully over 
their bodies and souls! However, 
many mothers—and I omit the 
fathers only because of this day’s 
interest—find little time 
for their children. These war years 
increase the usual sins under 
which families suffer: the unfaith- 
fulness of husband or wife; the 
evil of divorce, which robs the 
child of the parents’ care; the 
career-chasing of mothers who are 
not satisfied with simple, unap- 
plauded home duties; the selfish- 
ness of wives who criminally avoid 
motherhood. In addition to these 
difficulties, heightened, as they 
are, under the laxity of war, 
American mothers are being coax- 
ed away from their families into 
high-salaried positions.
